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STATUTES 

OF THE 

GEORGIA FE.TIA1.C COLLEGE. 

CHArXER I. 

Officers, and their Duties. 

Jlrliclc Is/. The Officers shall consist of a 
President, Avho fills the Professorship of Moral 
and Mental Philosophy, l^ogic, and Belles Let- 
tres, and Evidences of Christianity — a Profes- 
sor of IMatheniatics and Astronomy — a Profes- 
sor of iVati’.ral Science, and a Professor of An- 
cient and Modern Languages, and such other 
officers as the Board from time to time, may 
think proper to appoint. 

Jhticla Tlie President, Professors and 

the Principal of the Primary Department, shall 
constitute the Faculty of the College* 

Article 3rd. It shall be the duty of the Presi- 
dent, to take charge of the College generally, to 
I'cpurt to the Trustees as occasion shall require, 
concerning the state of the College, and recom- 
mend such measures as shall be deemed impor- 
tant to its prosperity. 

.Article 4/A. The President- shall preside at 
Commencement, at the regular weekly meet- 
ings, and occasional meetings of the Faculty, 
(which he shall have the power to call.) In 
case of his absence, resignation, or inability to 
attend the meetings of the Faculty, the Senior 
Professor shall discharge the duties of the Pres- 
ident. 
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Jlrtlcle 5th. The seniority shall be determin- 
ed by the date of the appointment, and ■where 
several appointments are of equal date, it shall 
be determined by the ai^c of tlie officer for the 
t ime bcin;^, and in all cases of death or resigna- 
tion of tlie President, his salary shall be paid to 
the Professor in lieu of his own. 

Ariich GUt. Thepiibli •- devotimi of the Tr.sti- 
tntion shall be conducted under the direction, of 
the President. 

^article lih. The facriity shall appoint a Scc- 
retar;;, an'd keep a record of their proceedings; — 
which shall be laid before the Trustees at their 
meetings. A majority of the Faculty shall con- 
stitute a quorum, and on rJ! que-stions the Pres- 
ident shall have a vote, and in all cases of a tie 
shall give the casting vote. 

Jlriicln 8lh. The Profescorc will be e.xpected 
to render such additional aid In the management 
and instruction of the College, as the Faculty 
from time to time may judge expedient. 

Article Wi. The Tutors shall take such part 
in the instruction of the Pupils, as may be requi- 
cd of them respectively by the Faculty. 

Arikh 10///. There shall bo a Professor of 
IMusic and suitable assistants. 

Article 11///. Tlicre shall he a department of 
Drawing and Painting, with a competent officer. 

Article 12'//. There shall l;e a Matron, whose 
duty it shall ho, to superintend the rooms, and 
general conduct of tltc young ladies of the insti- 
tsition. 


CHAPTER II. 


Course of Studies, and Kules of Admission. 

Article. 1. Candidates for admission into the 
Collegiate department, shall be 12 years of age. 

Article % They shall be examined by the 
Faculty for admission into the 1st Class, on the 
studies designated below, and for the other 
classes on the studies of the previous year. 

They shall be examined on Geography, Gram- 
mar, and the four first simple and compound rules 
of Arithmetic, and Reduction ascending and 
descending. 

The course of studies for the several years, 
shall be as follows. 

1st Class. 

^Smith’s Arithmetic and Grammar, French, 
Modern Geography and Globes, Willard’s An- 
cient Geography, and Composition. 

2nd Class. 

Arithmetic concluded, and Day’s Algebra 
commenced. Grammar, French, Geography of 
the Heavens, Willard’s Universal History, and 
Composition. 

Junior Class. 

Day’s Algebra continued, Davies’ Geometry, 
Rhetoric, Logic, Chemistry, Botany, Grammar 
and Composition. 

Senior Class. 

Trigonometry, Olmstead’s Natural Philoso- 
phy, Blental and Moral Philosophy, Astronomy, 
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Evidences of Christianity, Gramirsjir and Com- 
position. 

ArliGle 3. Every pupil when admitted ii’to 
College shall '.vrite in the Matriculation hook of 
the College, her own name and age, and the 
name and place of abode of her Parents or 
Guardian, by which, she shall be bound to obey 
the laws and statutes of the College, and at the 
same time, she shall be furnished with a copy of 
the laws. 

Article 1. Every pupil before admission into 
College, shall produce to the faculty a receipt 
from the Treasurer of tlie College, by which it 
shall appear, that she has paid all necessary dues. 

Article 5. Rooms shall be assigned to each 
pupil by the President, and the occupant of each 
room, sliall be responsible for all damage done 
to the same, unless the person committing the 
damage, be pointed out to the President. 

Article C. No change of rooms shall be made 
by the pupils, unless perniiited by the President, 
and the occupants of each rcom, shall be held 
responsible for good order in the same. 

Article 7. The occupants of < ach room, shall 
supply themselves with furniture for the same. 

Article 8. All defacing and injury of the Col- 
lege building, are contrary to rule and good or* 
der, and all persons guihy of the same, .shall be 
held resnonsiblc for the damages. 

Article 9. During the hours of study, .all un- 
necessary noise and all visiting each others 
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rooms without permission, or collecting togeth- 
er in the Chapel, Music rooms, public rooms, or 
elsewhere, for improper purposes is prohibited — 
Indeed this may be fully untlerstood by every 
pupil, if she will bear in mind, that study hours 
are emphatically for study and recitation. 

Arlich 10, For all absences from College, or 
from the rooms in study hours, the pupilsmust ob- 
tain permission from some member of the Fac- 
ulty. 

Arlich 11. For all olTences, the party ofTend- 
i' g shall be tried by the Facult}', who may in- 
flict such punishment as the nature of the ofience 
Giiall require, which punishment being wholly of 
tlte moral kind, and addressed to the sense of 
dutv, and the principles of honor and shame, 
shall be as follows — Private admonition by an 
Cfliccr of the College — admonition before the 
Facultv— admonition before the class — admoni- 
tion before all the pupils— suspension from the 
privileges of the College for a limited time — sus- 
pension for an indefinite period. 

K^rlicJe 13, Every pupil shall be required to 
attend morning and evening pra^^er, and Public 
AVorship, and conform to such regulations w-hilst 
there, as the faculty shall prescribe. 

^Irllch 13. 'When any pupil from habitual 
inlene-ss, inattention to her duties, and wuint of 
proficiency and progress, is found flagging in her 
exercises, let the cause be kindly inquired into, 
and if after suitable attempts to reform her, she 
is still incorrigible, let the President write to the 
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“ ' . ~ Parent or Guardian, and inform him of the factii, 

^ and request her withdrawal from the Institution, 
i ^ without notoriety or disgrace. 

; > Jlrticle 15. The College is open to young la- 

r dies, who desire to study in particular depart- 
? meats only. They must possess such [)revious 

i qualifications, as are required of pupils before 

} admission, so far as respects the studies they pur- 
■ ^ pose to pursue. 

Article 10. No pupil shall attend any Bail, 
- Ti Theatre, or Party, or engage in any amusement 
forbidden by the faculty. 

\ Article 17. Neatness and simplicity in dress, 

■; will be required ; no extravagance allowed, and 
\ jewelry absolutely prohibited.

1 During study hours, the day Scholars shall 
occupy such part of the College building, as shall 
be assigned them by the Faculty, and those who 
board in the College, shall i)e required to stay in 
their rooms. 

2 No pupil shall leave the enclosure of the 
College without permission from the President, 
or some member of the Faculty. 

3 Every pupil will be required to attend reli- 
gious service on Sabbath morning and afternoon. 
The place of worship will be left to the choice 
of the Parent, Guardian or Pupil. 

4 Tiic exercises of the College will open at 9 
o’clock A.M. from the 1st Monday in October to 
the 1st Monday in April, and for the residue of 
the term, at 8 o’clock A. M. Shall close each 
day at 12 o’clock, and be resumed at 2 o’clock 
P. M. and close at 5, P. M. 

5 The religious exercises of each day shall 
be conducted by the Faculty, ill the Chapel, by 
reading the Scriptures, singing and prayer. 

6 From sunrise until breakfast, and from 8 
A. M. in summer and seven in winter, until 9 
P. M. shall be considered study hours. 

7 It is expected that the young ladies spend 
daily some portion of the time allotted for recre- 
ation, in some healthful exercise. 
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
